It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to immobili^ed the test compound on solid support as taught 
by Spinella et al. The motivation is that after the interaction the immobilized complex may be washed to eliminate other 
components and the complex can be eluted to produce an enriched population of candidate compounds (Spinella column U). 

Applicants have the arguments that the references do not suggest the instant invention because the references are 
directed to competitive type assay as opposed to the instant invention. This is not convincing because the feature upon which 
applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s> Although the claims are interpreted in light of the description 
limitations from the description are not read into the claims.
